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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully 
requested. 

THE RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

The Response to Arguments on pages 2 and 3 of the Office 
Action includes a discussion of USP 6,363,338, which was not 
cited against the claims. The discussion of USP 6,363,338 does 
not appear to relate to the claimed present invention. It 
appears that USP 6,363,338 was inadvertently discussed by the 
Examiner instead of the primary reference USP 6,334,025, which is 
not addressed in the Response to Arguments. 

THE PRIOR ART REJECTION 

Claims 1-8 were again rejected under 35 USC 103 as being 
obvious in view of the combination of USP 6, 334, 025 ("Yamagami") , 
USP 6,658,527 ("Hiroyasu") and US 2002/0033889 ("Miyazaki") . 
This rejection, however, is again respectfully traversed. 

Independent claim 1 recites an information processing device 
capable of processing audio data linked with still image data. 

According to claim 1, the an information processing device 
comprises display means for displaying, in a single window on a 
display screen: (i) a playback-time information display area to 
display playback-time positions of items of still image data 
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linked with selected audio data, (ii) a first image display area 
for displaying the items of still image data linked with the 
selected audio data in a playback order of the items of still 
image data, and (iii) a second image display area for displaying 
still image data which is not linked with any audio data. 

In addition, according to claim 1, the information 
processing device comprises insertion means for selecting 
a desired item of still image data from among the still image 
data which is not linked with any audio data, displayed in the 
second image display area, and inserting the selected item 
of still image data in one of the first image display area and 
the playback-time information display area. 

Still further, according to claim 1, the information 
processing device comprises link means for linking the selected 
item of still image data to a playback-time position of the 
selected audio data, the playback-time position corresponding to 
a position at which the selected item of still image data is 
inserted in said one of the first image display area and the 
playback-time information display area in which the selected item 
of still image data is inserted. 

As recognized by the Examiner, Yamagami discloses displaying 
image data linked with audio data. More specifically, as pointed 
out in the Amendment filed on September 13, 2007, Yamagami at 
best discloses that image files, audio files and text files may 
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be linked to each other (column 12, lines 13-20), that a list of 
recorded files can be displayed in a manner that indicates 
whether audio, text or image data is linked thereto Fig. 5 and 
column 10, lines 41-65), and that the displayed files can be 
selected (e.g., bottom of column 10 and top of column 11). In 
this connection, although the Examiner asserts that Yamagami 
discloses "inserting the selected still image data in one of the 
first image display area," the portion of Yamagami cited by the 
Examiner (column 6, lines 40-44) merely discloses manipulating 
the operating panel displayed on a display screen. 

On page 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner acknowledges 
that Yamagami does not disclose "using playback times, positions, 
or display areas or using a second image data display." For this 
reason, the Examiner has cited Miyazaki as disclosing associating 
an image and a music playback time, and as disclosing a second 
image data display. In addition, the Examiner has cited Hiroyasu 
as disclosing synchronizing audio data with still picture image 
data, and as disclosing a playback time information display area. 

It is respectfully submitted, however, that although Fig. 16 
of Miyazaki was cited by the Examiner as disclosing a second 
display area as recited in claims 1 and 5, this reference in fact 
merely discloses selecting images at the bottom of Fig. 16. It 
is respectfully submitted that there is no reason to suggest that 
the screen illustrated at the bottom of Fig. 16 of Miyazaki would 
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be combined in a same screen with the display illustrated in 
Fig. 5 of Yamagami . 

That is, the Examiner asserts that Miyazaki discloses 
"second" image data display means for displaying still image data 
which is not linked with any audio data in a second image display 
area. As support, the Examiner cites Fig. 16 of Miyazaki. 
Moreover, the Examiner asserts that it would have been obvious to 
modify Yamagami in view of Miyazaki to provide a "second" 
display. It is respectfully pointed out, however, that Miyazaki 
does not disclose that the display illustrated in Fig. 16 a 
"second" image display area which is displayed in the same window 
as a first image display as recited in claim 1. Indeed, the 
display illustrated in Fig. 16 is merely a "display" displayed by 
the screen during the process of creating a backup-tuned image. 
Specifically, the display illustrated in Fig. 16 is used to 
select images to be played back. And Miyazaki does not disclose, 
as suggested by the Examiner, that the display in Fig. 16 is a 
"second" image display area (i.e., in addition to another image 
display area) . 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that a logical 
combination of Miyazaki with Yamagami would not result in a second 

image display area as recited in claims 1 and 5 being displayed on 
a same screen as a first image display area and a playback-time 
information display area as recited in claims 1 and 5. 
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Moreover, the Examiner has cited column 7, lines 45-49 of 
Hiroyasu as disclosing synchronizing image data with audio data, 
and the Examiner has cited column 11, lines 33-37 of Hiroyasu as 
disclosing a playback time information display area. Column 7, 
lines 45-49 of Hiroyasu discloses that an MD recorder/player is 
capable of reproducing recording data such as a picture or text 
file in synchronization with an audio-data reproducing time. 
Moreover, column 11, lines 33-37 of Hiroyasu discloses that the 
display unit 24 displays "the actual operation mode, the track 
number, recording and reproducing time of the disc 90 under 
execution of recording or playback operation, and . . . the 
condition of editing operation." This portion of Hiroyasu does 
not disclose how the recording and reproducing time are 
displayed, and also does not disclose displaying a playback-time 
information display area in a single window along with a first 
image display area and a second image display area. 

Thus, the Examiner has cited three different publications 
as respectively disclosing (according to the Examiner) : 

(i) displaying still image data linked with audio data (Yamagami, 
cited with respect to the first image display area of claim 1), 

(ii) displaying still image data not linked with audio data 
(Miyazaki, cited with respect to the second image display area of 
claim 1), and (ill) displaying payback-time positions of items of 
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still image data linked with selected audio data (Hiroyasu, cited 
with respect to the playback-time information display area) . 

It is respectfully pointed out that claim 1 does not merely 
recite displaying the playback-time information display area, the 
first image display area and the second image display area. 
Indeed, claim 1 recites that the three display areas are 
displayed by the display means in a single window. In addition, 
claim 1 recites operations between the displayed display areas. 
That is, claim 1 recites insertion means for selecting a desired 
item of still image data from among the still image data which 
is not linked with any audio data, displayed in the second image 
display area , and inserting the selected item of still image data 
in one of the first image display area and the playback-time 
information display area . Claim 1 also recites link means for 
linking the selected item of still image data to a playback-time 
position of the selected audio data, the playback-time position 
corresponding to a position at which the selected item of still 
image data is inserted in said one of the first image display 
area and the playback-time information display area in which the 
selected item of still image data is inserted . 

Since each of the three cited references has been cited for 
a different one of the areas displayed in a single window 
according to claim 1, it is respectfully submitted that even 
according to the Examiner's interpretation of Yamagami, Miyazaki 
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and Hiroyasu, the cited references do not fairly suggest 
inserting selected image data from one display area (the second 
image display area) into one of the other display areas. And it 
is respectfully submitted that even according to the Examiner's 
interpretation of Yamagami, Miyazaki and Hiroyasu, the cited 
references do not fairly suggest linking the selected image data 
to the audio data based on the position at which the image data 
is inserted into one of the other display areas (the playback- 
time information display area or the first image display area) . 

Indeed, the Examiner does not assert that the combination of 
references render obvious the insertion means or the link means 
recited in claim 1 . The Examiner merely asserts on page 5 of the 
Office Action that it would have been obvious to modify Yamagami 
to use a playback-time information display area and a second 
image display area based on the teachings of Hiroyasu and 
Miyazaki, respectively. 

In fact, the Examiner has asserted that Yamagami alone 
discloses the insertion means and the link means recited in 
claim 1 . However, as acknowledged by the Examiner, Yamagami does 
not disclose a playback-time information display area or a second 
image display area. Therefore, Yamagami clearly does not 
disclose the insertion means recited in claim 1 (for inserting 
selected image data selected from the second display area into 
the first image display area or the playback-time information 
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display area) . And, therefore, Yamagami also clearly does not 
disclose the link means recited in claim 1 (for linking the 
selected image data to a playback-time position of selected audio 
data corresponding to the position at which the selected image 
data is inserted in the first image display area or the playback- 
time information display area) . 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the cited 
references do not render obvious claim 1 in the manner suggested 
by the Examiner. 

It is respectfully pointed out, moreover, that although not 
specifically pointed out by the Examiner, Fig. 27 of Hiroyasu 
shows a track editing area A3 that includes a picture sync area 
A14 and a picture display area A18. See also, for example, 
column 35, line 58 to column 36, line 21. Even in this case, 
however, Hiroyasu discloses a "picture-pallet window," which is 
not shown, but which Hiroyasu discloses as a "window" (i.e., a 
separate window) . Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that 
even Fig. 27 of Hiroyasu does not disclose or suggest display 
means for displaying, in a single window , a playback-time 
information display area, a first image display area, and a 
second image display area. 

Moreover, in the process for synchronizing additional 
picture data with audio data, Hiroyasu discloses that a new 
"novel flag A16," is first set in the picture-sync area A14, and 
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that then a new picture is selected from the "picture-pallet 
window" to be synchronized with the audio data at the position 
indicated by the novel flag A16. Accordingly, it is respectfully 
submitted that even Fig. 27 of Hiroyasu does not disclose or 
suggest display link means for linking the selected item of still 
image data to a playback-time position of the selected audio 
data, the playback-time position corresponding to a position 
at which the selected item of still image data is inserted (by 
the insertion means) in said one of the first image display area 
and the playback-time information display area in which the 
selected item of still image data is inserted. That is, Hiroyasu 
discloses a process requiring additional steps, in contrast with 
the insertion-and-link process performed by the insertion means 
and link means recited in independent claim 1. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that 
even if considered in view of Miyazaki and Hiroyasu, Yamagami 
does not disclose, teach or suggest all of the structural 
features recited in independent claim 1. 

Claim 5, moreover, recites a computer readable storage 
medium having an information processing program stored thereon 
that is executable by a computer to process audio data linked 
with still image data. 

According to claim 5, the program controls the computer to 
execute functions comprising: displaying, in a single window on a 
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display screen: (i) a playback-time information display area 
for displaying link information representing a playback-time 
positions of items of still image data linked with selected audio 
data, (ii) a first image display area for displaying the items 
of still image data linked with the selected audio data in a 
playback order of the items of still image data, and (iii) a 
second image display area for displaying still image data which 
is not linked with any audio data; detecting that an item 
of still image data is selected from among the still image data 
which is not linked with any audio data, displayed in the second 
image display area; detecting an instruction to insert the 
selected item of still image data in one of the first image 
display area and the playback-time information display area; 
detecting a position at which the selected item of still image 
data is inserted in said one of the first image display area and 
the playback-time information display area in which the selected 
item of still image data is inserted; calculating a play-back 
time position of the selected audio data that corresponds to the 
detected position; and linking the selected item of still image 
data to the calculated playback-time position of the selected 
audio data. 

Claim 5 was rejected for the same reasons as independent 
claim 1. And in view of the foregoing explanation with respect 
to claim 1, it is respectfully submitted that even if considered 
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in view of Miyazaki and Hiroyasu, Yamagami does not disclose, 
teach or suggest all of the features recited in independent 
claim 5. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that 
independent claims 1 and 5, and claims 2-4 and 6-8 depending from 
claim 1, all clearly patentably distinguish over Yamagami, 
Miyazaki and Hiroyasu under 35 USC 103.
